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INTRODUCTION 



Felix DAi{x w;is bom at Hamburg on the 9tli of February' 
1834, but when only six weeks old his family removed to 
Munich. His parents, Friedrich Dahn and Constance Dahn, 
n^e Le Gaye, were celebrated actors and members of the 
Royal Theatre at Munich. 

In his ^ Erinne? un^a^en,^ an auiobiogi apliy o£ five volumes 
(published by Breitkopf and Härtel in Leipzig 1890- 1895, 
Book I-IV), Felix Dahn gives a most interesting account of 
his life. His childhood, youth and early manhood were passed 
at the Bavarian capital with the exception of oneyear( 1852-3) 
which he spent in studying at the University of Berlin. A 
somewhat lonely and melancholy childhood in the üne old 
residence in the Königinstrasse, with its surroundings of 
beautiful gardens and pleasant parks, developed his dreamy 
poetic Instincts. His first poem, written at the age of fourteen, 
is tlie spontaneous lyric outburst of a boy's joy in nature;

The highly talented boy received his first instructions from 
a tutor at the home of his parents imtil he was eight years old;

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then he was sent to the Latinschool. In 1845 he entered the 

iniiasium* from which he g^raduatcd in 1 849 with great 
honors. He was but a lad when Homer opened to him a new 
world. He began to read the Iliad, and scarcely left off night 
or day until it was finished. The Odyssey followed In the 
same way; and in two months he had read them both and 
began again at the ])eginning. Poetry had rendered bis mind 
susceptible to learning, and he read, in school and out, every 
classic that fell into his hands. History as well as poetry 
early became a passion with him, and the uniformity of his 
intellectual development made every province of learning his 
own. The Teutonic languages, old and new, Anglo-Saxop, 
Gothic, Norse etc., as well as Latin, Greek, French, Italian, 
Spanish and English were easily assimilated. His diary begun 
while yet at the * Gymnasium' was written in different 
languages. When admitted to the University he devoted him- 
self (both at Munich and Berlin)' to history-, philosophy and 
jurisprudence. At the age of seventeen he published a 
pamphlet in the defense of his favorite professor. Dr. Prantl, 
who had been attacked and insulted on account of his liberal 
philosophy by a member of the ultramontane party (Catholic). 
Dahn^s vigorous defense created sensation and was widely 
circulated. An account of this notoriety his father thought it 
best to send him to Berlin for a year. During his stay at the 
University there a friend introduced him into a club of poets 
and journalists, to the * Tunnel unter der Spree ' as it was called. 
There the young student came in contact with Franz Kugler, 
Theodor Fontane, Heyse, Scherenberg, Zöllner, Otto Rocjuette, 
and many others whose names will not be forgotten in the 
history of German literature. In this circle his talent received 
much encouragement. He became a member of this club and 
declaimed with much success before it some of his poems and 
ballads. 

After a splendid e3uunination at the University of Munich 
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in 1854 he became referendary at fhe superior court of 

Munich. His Dr. juris degree was taken in 1855. The year 
after, he passed the tinai examination (Staatsconcurs), the 
splendid success of which caused him to habilitate himself as 
docent in the faculty of law at the University in 1S57. Six 
years later, in 1863 he was made professor, in which year he 
accepted a call as professor of German law and jurisprudence 
at the University of Würzburg. In 1872 he was called to 
Königsberg to the same chair, and in 1SS8 to Breslau. 

He took part in the Franco-German war of 1870-71 and 
was present at the battle of Sedan. Of his experiences as a 
member of the red cross society he gives a most thrilling and 
interesting account in the fourth book of his Erinnerungen: 
Many a ballad, many a song and other literary productions 
are die fruit of his personal observations and experiences in 
the battlefield. For his bravery and great service rendered 
the fatherland he received two medals (the ♦Ritterkreuz des 
bayrischen Militärverdienstordens' and the ^i'eldzugsmedaille 

His first important poetic production was ^Harald und 
Thkano^ which he wrote at the age of twenty-one. Friedrich 
Rückert, to whom he submitted it for criticism before it was 
printed, recognized his talent and greatly encouraged him in 
his literary undertakings. Dahn is distinguished as a historian, 
novelist, poet and dramatist 

His principal historical works are ^DU Könige der Ger- 
' (The Kings of the Germans) 1861-72, 6 volumes. 
^Urgeschichte der germanischen und j-onianisthen Völker'* 
(Primitive History of the Germanic and Romanic Peoples 
1878 following). These two rank high among the contri- 
butions to German history and ethnology in the nineteenth 
century. Among his most prominent works in law is ^Dh 
Vernunft im Recht'' (Reason in Law) 1S79. 

In 1857 he published his first collection of poems, and a 
second collection followed in 1873-74, to which his wife 
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Therese contributed some. Zwölf Balladen'' (Twelve Ballads) 
appeared in 1875, among them ''Die Meile ifon Maricnburg'' 
which he calls his best ballad. In 1894 Prof. Werman of 
Dresden put it to music. Under the title « Balladen und LUder ' 
he published a third collection of his poems in 1878. Amon^ 
hi.s ballads the Cyklus (äcries) 'Wal titer if on der Vo^elweide^ 
met with great success. The songs ot liie crusaders {Kreuz- 
fahrerlieder der Deutsch- Herrn- Ritter in Preussen) likewise 
found many admirers. 

His powerful German > Latin Hymn ^Macte^ senex Imperator^ 
*Heil Dir, greiser Imperator' is widely known and admired 
throughout Germany. Many of his songs and ballads have 
been put to music. * 

His epos *'Die Afnalungen^^ an excellent literary production, 
deserves mention. 

In the years 1879 and iSSo he wrote three operas 'Harald 
und Theano'* (dramatized from his poem of that name), 
^Schmied von Gretna Green' and ^ Fremdling^ But only the 
first was a real success. 

Dahn*s greatest romance, a work of pre-eminent power and 
merit, is ^ Der Kampf urn Rom'' (The Slrugi^le for Rome) which 
appeared in four volumes 1876. It is a magnificent study, a 
series of elaborate pictures, dealing with the Empire of the 
East and the West in the sixth century. The work enjoys 
great popularity, as is.seen trom its numerous editions, having 
reached the 21st edition in 1894. Bismarck said of it in his 
interview with Felix Dahn that it pleased him so much that 
he read it twice. Mrs. Goldsmith, a niece of Gladstone trans- 
lated the work into English, not without some mutilation. 

Following this novel, among others, appeared in 1878 
^Kämpfende Herzen'* (Struggling hearts), a volume of three 
excellent talcs; in 1S80 ^Odhins 7>t?j/' (Odin's Consolation) a 
Norse romance of the eleventh century, la this novel Dahn 
laid down bis monistic belief. It is an answer to his work: 
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'Sind Goiter ^ Die Half red Sigskaldsaga^ a Norse tale of the 
tenth centufy. 

The gifted queen of Roumania, who writes under the 

pseudonym 'Carmen Sylva' was especially pleased with 
* Odhins Trost' and invited the auihor and his wife to 
Bukarest His work at Königsberg, however, prevented him 
from accepting this honor. Later he met her in a short inter- 
view and expresses himself very pleasingly about her as a writer 
in his ^ Eri)nicruii[:€}i!* ^Odhins Trost'* was translated into 
Dutch, Danish, Swedish and Hungarian. 

From iS82-^ he published a series of historica! novels 
under the common title ^KUine Romane aus der Völker' 
Wanderung? 

Most of his Erzähhifigen' that appeared after 1882 were 
translated into Dutch by the daughter of the wellknown Pro- 
fessor of literature, ten Brink. 

Some of his other, works ^Romane und Erzählungen'* are: 
^Bis sum Tode getreu;^ Erzählung aus der Zeit Karl-s des 
Cirossen. loth edition, 1894. ''Julian der Abtrünniiie ;' 
Historischer Roman in 3 Bänden. 5th edition, 1893, ^Odhin's

\ Among his dramas are Markgraf Rüdeger von Bechelaren^ 
König Roderich,^ and ^Deutsche Treue' (ein Schauspiel) which

^ A comedy, entitled ^Kourier nach Paris^' was less favorably 
i received by the German public. 

' Felix Dahn is still living (1899) at Breslau enjoying many 

well deserved distinctions and titles, some of which may be 
mentioned here. In June 1885, he was made Geheimer 
Justizrat" (Privy councillor of Justice). The German Emperor 
rewarded him with the Hausorden von HohenzoUem*' August 
30, 1887. The faculty of law of the University of Edinburgh 
^conferred upou him the degree of LLD, fwnqris causa in 1891. 
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He also became a member of the 'Institut de droit inter- 
national/ Other numerous societies honored themselves and^ 
him by bestowing upon him an honorary membership. t 
King Ludwig II, Bismarck, Queen Olga of Wtirtemberg, 

honored In in with invitations. His ' Erinncningen ' give a most 
interesting account of the interview he had with these dis- 
tinguished personages. 

As lecturer Professor Dahn is widely known throughout 
Germany, Austria and other German speaking countries. He 
is a most prolitic writer and undoubtedly the most Teutonic 
of German authors. His success as a University teacher is 
extraordinary. 

The story ^Sigwalt und Sigridk^ the author dedicated to 
his wife Therese, n^e Freiin von Droste- Hülshoff, who is an 

author herself nnd who has pubhshed in collaboration with her 
husband, Kaiser Karl und seine Paladine,' Erzählungen aus 
dem Kerlingischeu Sagenkreise; i8go» 

The subject matter of ^Sigwalt und Sigridk"* is simple in 
diction and thought. The descriptions are pathetic and vivid. 
The language is occasionally extremely poetic and the vocabu- 
lary, rich. Quite a number of words are uncommon and cannot 
be found even in larger dictionaries. Some of them are coined 
by the author, some of them are obsolete or taken from Middle 
High German. A striking characteristic Is the frequent allit- 
eration. In the notes much attention has been paid to the 
frequent occurrence of names of deities in German and Norse 
Mythology. Many of the characters are not real and therefore 
no comments have been made. Difficult colloquial and idio- 
matic expressions have been translated. As the little book is 
intended for advanced German students grammatical details 
have been avoided. 

If the reading of this fiction will awaken in the German 
student an interest for one of the greatest writers and scholars 
of present Germany, the purpose of this little edition, whiob 
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was prepared with the kind permission of the author, will have 
partly fulfilled its mission.
